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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

1 . Claims 1-16,1 8, 25-39 and 41 -45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention for the reasons set forth in item 
3(a) of the Office action mailed 7/21/2010. 

Double Patenting 

2. Claims 1-15, 17, 1 8, 25-37 and 40-45 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-22 
of copending Application No. 1 2/31 1 ,730 for the reasons set forth in item 5 of the Office 
action mailed 7/21/2010. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 10/21/2010 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Regarding the definiteness issue, applicants argue that "the upper and 
lower limits of this range are defined by the process that is claimed, " and that the 
process encompasses any temperature below 100°C that provides the polymer P. This 
argument is not accepted because it provides no clarity to the intended scope of 
"significantly below 100°C", and furthermore argues for limitations which are not found 

in the claims. Contrary to applicants' assertion, the claimed range is not defined by the 
process that is claimed, because the balance of the process limitations do not include 
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any mention of the temperature of the second step. The temperature is stated as a 
required process variable, and therefore it must be defined in a sufficiently clear manner 
so that one of ordinary skill in the art can determine the meets and bounds of the 
claims. If applicants' intended the claimed scope to be any temperature below 1 00 °C, 
as asserted in their remarks, then the claims should have been originally drafted to 
reflect that meaning. However, the claims do not permit the second step to be 
performed at any temperature below 100°C, but only at temperatures in a range 
"significantly below 100°C", for which no clear definition exists. 

Regarding the double patenting rejection, applicants argue that the rejection 
should be withdrawn because the copending application is later-filed. However, since 
the instant claims are rejected on other grounds, the rejection will not be withdrawn at 
this time. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
